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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the rejection of the last office 
action, Applicant argues that the prior arts of record do not teach the claims limitations (see page 9+ of Applicant's Remarks). 
In response Examiner disagrees. Examiner notes Applicant's arguments, however, Peterka teaches that the CPU of the receiver enables 
application(s) portion associated with the stream if any, when the stream and application are received. Peterka further disables execution of 
the application of the stream associated with the channel in response to the user selecting the channel and when a user interact to an 
interactive object or icon (indicating that the user is actively viewing the selected channel) within the video, an application associated (web 
page) with the object is enabled (col.6, line 27-col.7, line 27, col. 8, line 53-col.9, line 33, col. 10, lines 16-26 and col. 12, line 40-col.13, line 
47). Hence the rejection is proper and maintained. 

With respect to the rejection using Blackketter, Blackketter clearly teaches, execution of the application of the stream associated with the 
channel is disabled in response to the user selecting the channel, and execution of the application of the stream associated with the 
channel is enabled in response to the occurrence of an enabling event (col. 8, line 50-col.9, line 16), indicating that the user is actively 
viewing the selected channel and further depending on a period of time without user selection following the channel selection, execution an 
application present in the application, if any, of the stream associated with the selected channel (co.2, lines 25-36 and col. 8, line 50-col.9, 
line 16). The user interacts with icon to display enhancement data on the tuned channel and furthermore other application are disabled 
upon channel selection, switching, changing, etc. Hence, applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The rejection (including the 103) is 
proper meets all the claims limitations. The finality of the last office action is proper and hereby maintained. 
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
